naval department and tbe ..u.*u.uuin; 
which for years has been the home of 
the President, the most unromantic 
spot, a wretched, miserable cedar 
swamp, that could possibly be con- 
ceived for a national capital. 
Much 


comment has been made by President 
Jefferson's admirers that on the day 
of his inauguration he came to tbe 
capital on horseback, unattended by 
any retinue, when etiquette demand- 
ed tbat be should have come in an 
open carriage drawn by four horses 
mounted by jockeys and followed by a 
troop of cavalry. The reason why hs 
chose 
that mode or reaching the 


capital on the day of his inauguration 
was because there was not a decent 
road on which a carriage could travel. 
For a gentleman to ride on horseback 
was nothing uncommon at any time, 
but a carriage displaying his livery 
and a troup of cavalry that the people 
wanted to see on such a j»ad as that 
which led up to Mars hill would hare 
stamped the whole concern and left 
them sticking in the mud. 
It seems almost a pleasure-fur a cer- 
tain class of people to accuse our pub- 
lic servants of crimes which, if proven, 
would land them inside the walls of 
state's prison for the term of their 
natural lives. For quiet bravery one 
of our greatest puollc officials not only 
committed an offense against society, 
but he had the courage to confess it, 
and instead of being condemned be 
was not only forgiven by his country- 
men, bat was honored with especial 
confidence, even by Washington, one 
of tbe purest men of his time. Alex- 
ander Hamilton tu& awakened tbe 
gratitude of the nation to a a extent 
which was equaled by no o' -er public 
servant In our history. Tbe pay of 
our army during the Revolution was 
represented by bills of acknowledge- 
ment more worthless than aa ordinary 
newspaper. Booms were papered with 
it. It served to ornament old trunks, 
in fact, there was no base use to which 
paper could be applied that it bad not 
served. It was in this state of finan- 
cial degradation that Alexander Ham- 
ilton became the representative of the 
national treasury, and he at once rais 
ed the currency tbat was utterlv 
valueless to a value of 75 per cent. 


The national gratitude was mani- 
fested in every town and village in 
tbe land. His praises were heard in 
the churches and all public places and 
for a time the name of any other pub- 
lic official was scarcely heard. Then 
caine the reaction, which was very 
brief and his death from the pistol of 
Aaron Burr raised him to national 
colonization. He bad been tbe victim 
of a designing woman and she and her 
husband followed him with the scent 
of a bloodhound. 
Honey, money, 
money, till *t last this man, placed in 
the custody of the Nation's millions, 
iad his choice of becoming a robber 
and a forger or to make A public con- 
fession of bis sins. He chose tbe lat- 
jer alternative and made a public con- 
esdion to bis fellow countrymen. The 
Nation forgave him and from tbat 
time forth no bar sinister mars his 
escutcheon, but he stands in tbe na- 
tional estimation today one of the 
purest patriots of the Revolution. 


When toe estimate was made for 
the cost of the tunnel which was to 
pass underground from the City Hail 
to the Bronx the people were amazed 
at toe tremendous undertaking, the 
•ills of which were to amount to at 
east fifty millions of dollars and this 
enormous sum only partially exhibited 
tbe expense. All tbe old time politi- 
cians knew tbat this would only be a 
portion of the money expended on 
tbat great public work. Who ever 
heard of any undertaking which fan 
up into the millions that did not ex- 
ceed, before toe work was done, at 
east 2> per cent? As an illustration 
f this 1 will mention Croton water. 
When tbe work was fairly started 
o the great tunnel which was to un- 
dermine the city the contractor found 
hat he had been deceived in his esti- 
mate. It was rock, rock, rock, from 
beginning to end, and in several parts 
>f this gigantic undertaking it was al- 
most 70 feet 
beneath the surface 


above. As the foundations of several 
onuses bad been endangered by the 
blasting in carrying out the woik 
there were prospective suits for dam- 
ages, which made tbe unfortunate
